Munitions of Peace 
Save Flood Victims 


N this, the greatest disaster of its kind 
which has ever befallen this country, 
the Army has furnished millions of 
dollars worth of supplies for the relief 
of the sufferers in the Mississippi Valley. 
This includes mainly tents, blanket 
cots, bedsacks and cook stoves. 

There are so many activities concerned 
in this work, that it is difficult to relate 
just how much was done and give due 
credit to all. 

In so far as the Quartermaster Corps 
is concerned, this has been the biggest 
supply activity since the World War, not 
perhaps in diversity of operations, but in 
the magnitude of the operations. 

When you say “25,000 tents or 700 
field ranges,” this does not mean ‘much, 
but when it is said the Army has loaned 
to the Red Cross sufficient tentage to 
shelter over 160,000 people, with 
ficient blankets and bedsacks for 
them to en, and enough Army 
ranges to cook for over 121,900 people, 
it is possible then to begin to visualize 
the problem. In this work the Quarter- 
master Corps of the Army has been 
called “the Service of Supply,” and this 
is a fitting name. 

Early in April it became apparent, 
from reports received from the Weather 
Bureau and the Army Engineers that the

Airmen Make Record on Way to Maneuvers

San Antonio, Tex., May 13 (Special )— 
While officially the Joint Air Corps and 
Second Division maneuvers do not com- 
mence until Sunday, May 15, actually the 
Air Corps as long ago as yesterday af- 
ternoon not only completely justified 
them, but once and for all answered with 
a finality that was appalling in its rapid- 
ity those who have in words and actions 
criticized either the administration or the 
operation of the Army Air Service. Leav- 
ing Selfridge Field, Michigan, at 4:10 
May 11, 18 planes of the First Pursuit 
Group landed in perfect condition at 
Kelly Field, Texas, the same afternoon. 

As a military operation it has both in its 
physical and technical aspects never be- 
fore been equaled by the air service of 
any nation. As a practical demonstra- 


tion of the mechanical excellence of air- 
craft and the ability of commissioned 
and enlisted personnel it has never been 
excelled in the history of world aviation. 

The Air Corps of the Army in 13 hours 
moved a complete and fully equipped 
military pursuit unit from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf. This precedes the 
maneuvers and from the extent of the 
preparation and the completeness of the 
Air Corps organization it is probable 
that before they are completed other 
accomplishments equally significant may 
add their bit to the consternation of the 
critics of the Air Service. 





The Air Corps Units constitute the 
greatest concentration of aircraft since 
the World War. In addition there are 
10,909 officers and men at present con- 
stituting the Second Division. 














Navy Parley Plans 
Nearing Completion 


FINAL action on the plans for Ameri- 

can participation in the Three Power 
Parley which opens at Geneva on June 
20 await the return next week of Rear 
Admiral Hilary P. Jones. A tentative list 
of three additional Naval officers has 
been submitted to the State Department 
but their appointment on the Naval mis- 
sion will be withheld until after his ar- 
rival. ‘ 

The General Board of ‘the Navy has 
virtually completed an exhaustive study 
of all proposals so far advanced and of 
those that may be advanced and volum- 
inous data is ready for the Naval experts 
who will sail about the middle of June, 
Every phase of the problems involved 
that can be foreseen has been worked out 
in conjunction with the War Plans sec- 
tion and the American case is ready for 
submission. 

Proposals Completed. 

What proposals are to be advanced by 
the American delegation are being held in 
the strictest confidence and no inkling 
of their nature will be given in advance 
of their presentation. While the British 
especially have been putting out tenta- 
tive proposals as “feelers” and Japan 
has made certain suggestions, no intima- 
tion has been given as to what this Gove 
ernment will propose and any specula- 
tion as to its attitude is frowned upon, 

Contrary to published reports Secre- 
tary Kellogg is not contemplating head- 
ing the mission personally but Hugh 
Gibson, American minister to Switzer- 
land will again be the ranking member. 
Admiral Jones is coming home for a 
series of conferences but will return as 
ranking member of the Naval delegation 
which probably will be augmented to six 
members, the announcement of the three 
new members being withheld for final 
approval of Admiral Jones. It is under- 
stood that Rear Admiral Frank H. Scho- 
field, head of War Plans Section, Naval 
Operations, will be one of them. 

5-5-3 Ratio to Be Upheld. 

There is a keen appreciation of vital 
importance of the coming conference, 
Certain fundamentals will govern the 
action of this Government’s representa- 
tives. For instance any suggestion of 
further restrictions on U. S. Naval bases 
in the Pacific will be unalterably opposed 
and the basie principle of the 5-5-3 ratio 
of the Washington conference must ap- 
ply to any agreements this country sub- 
scribes to. 

With her overwhelming superiority in 
merchant marine, England will probably 
favor any move looking toward the 
abolishment of battleships or a reduction 
in their future tonnage limit, restriction 
of light cruisers to possibly 6,000 tons or 
any movement in fighting craft that 
would magnify the value and importance 
of her merchant ships and particularly 
her big liners. Broadly speaking the 
American-contention will be that all pro- 
posed reductions must be considered in 
the broader aspects with all factors 
taken into consideration. The relation be- 
tween bases and cruisers for instance 
will be stressed and all limitation on 
specific types must be predicated on 
general strength that will maintain the 
present ratio, 

The State Department has, as yet, 
made no request for military observers 
to attend the coming conference. If the 
War Department is requested to assign 


an observer, it is likely to be Maj. Gen,

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British Debt Note Detrimental to Peace, Editors Hold 





T would be a difficult task to find an editor on this side of the Atlantic who has 
not viewed with regret the recent British war debt note incident, which is now 
considered “closed.” While many editors have labeled the reply of Mr. Kellogg 
“curt” or “terse,” there has been general approval of the State Department’s refusal 
to consider the British Chancellor of the Exchequer’s note a subject for diplomatic 
controversy. As there was no shadow of a hint of debt cancellation in Mr. Church- 
ill’s communication much conjecture has been forthcoming as to why Great Britain 
should have reopened the subject at this time. That it was intended more for 
European than American consumption is fairly generally conceded, although numer- 
ous editors have put it under the head of “propaganda” on the part of the British 
to the American people their side of the

Suggestions have also been printed that the British Government 


used 
as a vehicle to distract the British public’s altention from the Labor Bill 
now up in Parliament and further to intensify European opinion against the United 
States. As this bill affects the economic life of Great Britain some editors have 
suggested the Government possibly hoped that by raising the wind in an international 
war debt issue at this time to rally al! Britain to the Government’s support. Then, 
Great Britain has been laboring in heavy seas lately, as reports have been current 
in European countries that she is obtaining many more millions in debt installments 
than she is required to pay the United States and that the note to the United States 
Was used as a means to stem this tide. There has also been comment upon some of 
the expressions Mr. Churchili employed in the note, notably when he suggested 
great misgiving “because of a divergence of opinion and estrangement of sentiment.” 

Such expressions, editors feel, are very detrimental to the peace and goodwill so 
necessary between nations. Naturally there has been a great deal of comment on 
Mr. Mellon's explanation of the missing three words “« xcept Great Britain.” To 
sum up editorial opinion on that subject one might say that while the explanation 
might not be accepted in Great Britain, it “goes” in America.

our ‘Commander-in-Chief. 

Value of Supplies Great. 

The money value of these supplies 
runs into the millions, but every dollar 
helps to build that levee of mercy which 
America is erecting in answer to the 
heart-broken appeal from  tens—yes, 
hundreds—of thousands of unfortunate 
victims of this disaster. 

It is not possible here to tell of the

Fleet Maneuvers Start. 

JITH Secretary Wilbur, Maj. Gen. 

Hanson Ely, U. S. A., a number of 
official Army observers and. two scure 
editors and publishers aboard, the U. S. 
Fleet will weigh anchor on the morning 
of May 16 and put to sea from their 
anchorage in the Hudson River. 

Promptly at one minute after mid- 
night the joint Army and Navy maneu- 
vers for 1927 will get under way and 
for one week under simulated war con- 
ditions the Narragansett Bay area will 
be the scene of operations for an at- 
tack by a hostile fleet against the shores 
of New England. 

To Try to Land Troops. 

Secrecy surrounds all the plans of the 
attacking force, the element of surprise 
being an important factor. The U. S. 
Fleet will represent an enemy fleet 
escorting 75,000 troops attempting to 
seize a base in the Narragansett area, 
the exact location of which is of course 
not revealed. 

A concentration of the Army’s forces 
has been ordered and the defending 
naval forces will be represented by the 
available naval craft from the First 
Naval District augmented by a number 
of destroyers drawn from the fleet. As 
the Army Air Corps is taking no part 
in the maneuvers, the defenders’ air 
forces will consist of a number of naval 
bombers and other heavy, self-support- 
ing aircraft while the attackers will use 
the observation attack and _ pursuit 
planes aboard the surface ships. 

All branches of the fleet will take part 
in the exercises except light cruisers of 
which none are available. At best there 
is an acute shortage of this vitally 
needed type of fighting ship and their 
present utilization in Chinese and\ Nica- 
raguan waters leaves the fleet virtually 
stripped. Submarines, battleships, de- 
stroyers, the aircraft carrier Langley 
and auxiliaries will all have a part to 
play. 

The vanguard of the fleet to take 
part in the joint maneuvers off Narra- 
gansett, R. I, comprising the 15 de- 
stroyers of the 14th Destroyer Division, 
left New York in advance of the fleet 
on May 13. The Concord, and the 4th 
Submarine Division were ordered to sail 
on the morning of May 14, for Narra- 
gansett.

NAVY ACTIVE IN CHINA. 

[Ts the difficult position in which he finds 

himself, Admiral Williams, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, con« 
tinues to enjoy the hearty support of the 
Washington administration. Reports are 
circulated that near Nanking the de- 
stroyer Edsall was fired upon and re- 
plied with machine gun; that the cruiser 
Cincinnati was attacked from the Wu- 
lung-Kiang Fort and replied with ma- 
chine gun and when fired upon by field 
gun silenced the Fort. Kuo Tai-Chi de- 
manded an apology, severe punishment 
of the “guilty officers” and a guarantee 
against unwarranted assult. Admiral 
Williams replied that no American ves- 
sel has fired on any Chinese first and will 
not do so in the future, but will always 
defend itself if attacked, and he closed 
by requesting that such attacks termi- 
nate. A protest also was made as a res 
sult of the action of the Penguin, which 
suffered heavy machine gun and rifle fire 
near Kiang-Yin, and replied with machine 
gun. One of the Penguin’s crew is said 
to have been severely wounded 
several were slightly injured.

T the invitation of Admiral Charles 
F. Hughes, commander-in-chief of 
the United States Fleet, the 203 members 
of the first (senior) class of the Corps 
of Cadets will make a visit to the fleet 
and to Brooklyn Navy Yard on Sunday, 
May 15, 1927.

Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua (Special). 
—Capt. J. D. Wainwright, U. S. Navy, 
Commanding U. S. S. Cleveland, on April 
30, 1927, reheved Comdr. Isaac C. Bogart, 
U. S. Navy, Commanding U. S. S. Tulsa, 
as Commander Neutral Zone at Puerto 
Cabezas, Nicaragua. The Tulsa sailed 
for the Canal Zone to fuel and provision. 

The Cleveland will remain at Puerto 
Cabezas uniil the return of the Tulsa 
to support the landing force of the Tulsa 
ashore at this place and to relay com- 
munications between Commander Special 
Service Squadron in Managua and Juan 
B. Sacasa, Liberal claimant of the presi- 
dency and leader of the revolutionary 
forces, whose headquarters are located 
here.

Marines to Nicaragua 

EIGst hundred additional Marines are 

en route to Nicaragua to augment 
the forces under Rear Admiral J. L. 
Latimer. Acting on his request the Navy 
Department issued orders for the rein- 
forcements on May 9. The U. S. S. 
Argonne was ordered from the Panama 
Canal to Port au Prince to embark 19 
Marine Corps officers, two naval officers 
and 321 enlisted men. 

The airplane tenders Aroostook and 
the Medusa, which have been with the 
fleet in New York harbor, sailed on May 
11 from Quantico with 31 Marine Corps 
officers, three naval officers and 458 en- 
listed personnel, 14 being Navy men. At 
Charleston six officers and 93 enlisted 
men were taken on. 

Arrival of these forces will give Ad- 
miral Latimer approximately 3,000 Ma- 
rines for preserving order throughout 
Nicaragua following the disarming of 
the warring factions. Nine more air- 
planes are included in the _ reinforce- 
ments. 

Plans for the disarming of all factions 
and the restoration of peace are outlined 
in the following notice which was dis- 
tributed throughout Nicaragua on May 
a3: 

The Government of the United States, 
having accepted the request of the Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua to supervise the 
election in the latter country in 1928, 
believes a general disarmament of the 
country necessary for the proper and sue- 
eessful conduct of such election and has 
directed me to accept the custody of the 
irms and ammunition of those willing to 
place them in my custody, including the 
irms and ammunitions of the forces of 
the Government and to disarm fercibly 
those who do not peaceably deliver their 
arms, 

The Government of Nicarngua has ex- 
pressed its willingness to deliver the arms 
under its contrel and I have directed that 
such arms of the Government be accepted 
for custody in the same proportion that 
irms are delivered by the forces opposing 
the Government. 

The Nicaraguan Government has granted 
general amnesty to all political and armed 
opponents. To facilitate the return of 
peaceful occupations of these who have 
heretofore oppesed it that Government 
will pay ten Cordobas to each and every 
individual delivering a serviceable rifle or 
machine gun to the custody of the United 


States’ forces. Amnesty and protection are 
assured to each individual by the Nie- 
araguan Government by the forces under 
my command. 

To avoid the regrettable and useless 
shedding of blood all) individuals sand 
leaders of groups, now having in their 
possession or in hiding serviccable rifles, 
machine guns or ammunition or who know 
of the location of such munitions as may 
he hidden, should immediately deliver 


them to the custody of the nearest de- 


tachment of the American forces, Upon 
such delivery payment of ten Cordobas 
will be made, in the presence of a com- 
mission of United States officers, for eneh 
serviceable rifle or machine gun so de- 
livered,

THE ENGINEERS AND THE MISSISSIPPI PROBLEM. 

T is an astounding trait of human nature that calamity, even that which comes 

clearly within the definition of “an act of God,” provokes criticism of the public 
officials in charge of the stricken area. The latest example of this characteristic is 
the attacks which are being directed against the Engineer Corps by members of 
Congress and certain newspapers of the Mississippi Valley region. Mr. Rainey, an 
extremely able member of the House from Illinois, wants the Mississippi River work 
taken from the Engineers. The Su», of Charleston, Miss., advocates the same pro- 
cedure. These two instances are cited not because they are isolated but because they 
represent a segment of public opinion which must be taken into account.

The people of the region so tragically suffering, ought not to forget that year 
after year they have been protected from the ravages of the Mississippi because of 
the earnest, incessant and effective work done by Army Engineers. To the problem 
of the controi of this great river and its tributaries has been devoted the best brains 
the Engineer Corps possesses—and it is recognized that in the engineering profes- 
sion there is no higher ability than that which makes the Corps noted throughout 
the world. We could fill the columns of many issues of the Journal with an account 
of its tremendous achievements in the improvement of rivers and harbors, the pro- 
tection of the people resident in their vicinity, the contributions it has made to the 
prosperity of the country. What it has done it has done inelligently, honestly and 
economically. It enjoys deservedly the confidence of the Congress, and the mass of 
the people has been and still is its ardent supporter. 

We cannot believe the Government will give any real consideration to the pro- 
posals to cast aside the talent of the Engineer Corps and throw the Mississippi con- 
trol problem into polities. 

That would be the inevitable result of the adoption of the Rainey suggestion. 
‘Ability might, probably would be, selected at first, but then would come mediocrity, 
extravagance and possibly craft, and certainly more frequent disasters than those 
from which the Valley has suffered. 

There is one outstanding example of Engineer Corps efficiency which is worth 
recalling. That is the construction of the Panama Canal. Those who are old enough 
will reeall the difficulties first encountered in the performance of this great enter- 
prise, the selection of civilians, the pressure of politics, the disgust of President 
Roosevelt, and finally his selection of Colonel George W. Goethals. In record time, 
the Canal was built. There was strict economy and no dishonesty, no graft. The 
vanal stands today a triumph of engineering ability, a great waterway which has 
increased immeasurably the defense power of the United States, a boon to our and 
world commerce. Its value cannot be overestimated. 

Given the means, the Engineer Corps will contain the Mississippi River. 
the job remain where it belongs—in its hands.

WE BRING ORDER TO NICARAGUA. 

"THERE is a great to do in some of our democratic journals because Former Secre- 

tary of War Stimson, acting as the representative of the President, brought 
peace te Nicaragua through the threat of force. How else could it have been ob- 
tained? The Marines have been in the Central American country for some months 
the rebels knew the orders of the Navy Department limited them to protection of 
American life and property, and the inevitable result was firing upon planes, rail 
road cars, etc. There was ever present the danger of a clash, and then political as 
well as physical occupation of the “Republic.” In short, the way was being paved 
for war, with its evil train of consequences to a people the mass of whom want to 
live in peace. The vigorous representations made by Mr. Stimson effected an aban- 
donment of the revolution, and today there is order in Nicaragua. 

Accompanying his threat of force was a pledge on the part of Mr. Stimson of a 
fair clection next year. We had one experience in connection with a Latin-American 
election—the plebiscite in Tacna and Arica—which should have made us beware of 
intervention in any such procedure. Whichever candidate is victorious will be re- 
garded as the choice of the United States. It would be better for the Marines merely 
to preserve order during the election and let the natives vote as they see fit, and then 
back up the administration of the successful candidate. We know the electors are 
ignorant, that they will be swayed by this or that interest, but at least we would 
stand before the world as observing the principle of self-determination in the matter 
of an election. 

Mr. Stimson deserves credit for the manner in which he has handled a delicate 
situation. But the country should not lose sight of the fact that Admiral Latimer 
and his blue jackets and the Marines were there long before his arrival; and per- 
formed the difficult task of building the foundetion of order upon which he placed 
the capstone of signed peace. 


OUR POWER MAKES FOR WORLD PEACE. 
WE read with a great deal of interest the press summary of the report of Dr. 

Fred B. Smith, International Welfare Worker, to the executive committee of 
the World Alliance for International Friendship Through the Churches. Dr. Smith 
gave ten weeks to a study of political conditions in England, France and Italy, and 
in that period was able to form definite conclusions as to the policies of the three 
governments, the opinions of the people, the trend of politics, etc., etc. Well, we 
have been a reporter for a good many years, and we wish we could do as well so 
quickly as Dr. Smith. But listen to what he says: 

“While Europe may not agree with our political and economic program, so far 
as our relationship to Europe is concerned, it has the utmost confidence in our 
strength and influence to prevent war.” 

We are glad to find that “our strength” is the instrument upon which Europe 
relies to prevent war. We trust go far as the Navy is concerned, it will not be cut as 
a result of the Geneva Tripartite Conference, and we certainly hope that the next* 
Congress will make more adequate prevision for the Army.

Suggested by Davis. 

Creation of this board was formally 
suggested by Secretary Davis in a letter 
on April 16 to Secretary Wilbur follow- 
ing informal discussions between the two 
departments, He pointed out that legis- 
lation to remedy defects in the promo- 
tion systems of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps was to be submitted to Con- 
gress and recommended that such a 
board to coordinate these bills so far as 
practicable would greatly facilitate their 
consideration and the enactment of legis- 
lation.

Other Legislation Intended. 

While the primary duty imposed on 
the board is the consideration of promo- 
tion legislation, the agreement provides 
that with this out of the way other con- 
templated legislation will be taken up, 
thus widening the scope of the board's 
duties.

Given Wide Latitude. 

How far the board will go eventually 
is problematic but under the authority 
given it many other questions effecting 
personnel, retirement pay being the most 
vitally important, will be taken up. 

The general impression in both serv- 
ices is that creation of the board is an 
important step in systematizing the pre- 
sentation of Army and Navy personnel 
legislation to Congress. There was every 
indication that had not the services taken 
the initiative and undertaken to work 
out their own problems and effect a 
closer cooperation, Congress itself would 
have .taken some action this fall along 
the same lines, probably by appointing 
a Congressional board of similar nature. 

Except for the expressed fear that 
questions of a controversial nature may 
be brought up, the general impression 
prevails that the work of the new board 
should prove of great value to all 
branches of the services.

A-14715. (S) Rental allowance—Com- 
mutation of quarters, heat and light--Emer- 


yvency officer—-Army. An emergency officer 
of the Army retained in hospital in a pay 
status for physical reconstruction is not 
entitled to commutation of quarters, heat 
and light under the act of Apr. 16, 1918, 
10 Stat. 530, or rental allowance under the 
act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 627, 628, as 
amended by section 2 of the act of May 31, 
1924, 43 Stat. 250, én behalf of a wife who 
was not furnished public quarters. See 
Court of Claims decision Apr. 5, 1926, in 
the case of Samuel Smith v. The United 
States. 


A-17891. (S) Mileage--Navy officer re- 
turning from leave of absence. Where an 
officer of the Navy was granted 45 days’

YAPT. ROBERT LEWIS NELSON, U. 
S. M. C., who died at the Naval 
Hospital, Portsmouth, N. H., on Apr. 13, 
1927, enrolled May 23, 1917, as a second 
lieutenant, Marine Corps Reserve, and 
was assigned to active service May 28, 
1927, and ordered to the Marine Bar- 
racks, Parris Island, S. C., reporting at 
that place June 4, 1917, for duty and 
instruction. He joined the Marine Brks., 
Quantico, Va., July 20, 1917, and on 
Sept. 11, 1917, he was disenrolled as a 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
Reserve to accept appointment as second 
lieutenant in the regular Marine Corps, 
having been appointed a second lieu- 
tenant, Marine Corps, Aug. 29, 1917. 
He was detailed as Aide-de-Camp to 
Brig. Gen. John A. Lejeune, U. S. M. C., 
then commanding the Marine Brks., 


“Quantico, Va., and on Oct. 18, 1917, he 


was temporarily appointed a 1st lieu- 
tenant, to rank from Aug. 16, 1917. He 
was detached to foreign shore expedi- 
tionary service in France and detailed 
on the staff of Brig. Gen. John A. Le- 
jeune to continue duties as Aide-de- 
Camp. 

Captain Nelson was temporarily pro- 
moted captain on Sept. 6, 1918, and he 
participated in the Meuse-Argonne Of- 
fensive (Champagne) from Sept. 12 to 
16, 1918. From Nov. 1 to 11, 1918, he 
participated in the Meuse-Argonne Of- 
fensive (Argonne Forest) as Aide-de- 
Camp. He participated in the march 
to the Rhine River by way of Belgium 


and Luxembourg from Nov. 17 to Dec. 


13, 1918. 
He was awarded the Croix de Guerre, 
and the U. S. Army Citation certificate.

If it were possible, we would quote 
copiously from the great book which Mr.

It was won because 
we cherished the high hope that we 
could build them; won because we were 
willing to try to build them, rather than 
to throw up our hands in despair.”
